Growers of this 
section have sent representatives into 
South Carolina in an effort to locate 
a supply of plants, but they have 
found none available, with the result) 
that many tobacco farmers this year | 
will not be able to plant a hill of 
the bright leaf weed.”

Health Talks|

WHAT AILS THE VICTIM OF 

AUTOINTOXICATION. 
_ We finished off our talk about auto- 
intoxication and acidosis the other day 
in what 50 per cent of our readers call 
our characteristic fashion, 25 per cent 
eall intriguing, and the rest call an- 
noying. We said, need we repeat, that 
there is no such thing as autointoxica- 
tion, save as a minor or secondary 
feature of certain grave _ illnesses. 
Come to think of it, we didn’t even 
mention acidosis in the body of the 
argument, but maybe it is just as 
well, for it would be. regrettable if all 
our friends with acidosis should stop 
the paper at this stage of the battle 
for better health. 

Now that that’s settled and out of 
he way, fo, hum, let’s cast about for 
a good pithy subject for today’s argu- 
ment. Qh, yes, there will be quite a 
few former victims of the autointoxi- 
cation obsession dangling about out 
there without a diagnosis to hang to. 

of good cheer, children, for here 
comes Old Doctor Brady to the rescue. 
I know what ails a whole lot of you, 
and I’m going to tell the truth no 
matter whom it hurts—eh-heh, I'll bet 
some of you thought that because I 
don’t brush my teeth I wouldn’t know 
enough to say whom in such a sen- 
tence, didn’t you? Forgive me if I 
misjudge you. 

So, then, let us have it over with. 
The real trouble with most folk who 
imagine they have autointoxication or 
even acidosis (which latter is a kind 
of modern revamping of the old auto- 
intoxication theory, especially calcu- 
lated to give free play to freak diets), 
the real trouble in most cases of al- 
leged autointoxication is sub-oxidation. 

Darn it all, there we are at the cli- 
max of what I earnestly believed was 
going to be a most effective health les- 
son, and now I see we have merely 
arrived at an anti-climax. So dumb 
are lay readers about matters of hu- 


-j|man physiology or human anatomy 


that you just can’t speak to them in- 
telligibly in words of more than one 
syllable. All right. By sub-oxidation 
I mean diminished oxidation, lowered 
combustion in the body, slow burning 
of fuel (food and body tissue) to pro- 
duce heat or muscular or organic en- 
ergy. In other and more expensive 
words, low metabolism. 

Even this is probably all Greek to 
most of you dumb laymen. Well, I'll 
state it to you in your own language: 
What the victim of the autointoxica- 
tion obsession needs is more oxygen. 
How to get it is another story, and 
it is not what you think at all.

making arrangements for the funeral. 
Later they went in a body to his 
apartment home in the fashionable 
northwest section of Washington. 

Both Mrs, Harris and their daugh- 
ter, Julia, who have been constantly 
at his bedside during recent weeks, 
were bearing up well, although grief- 
stricken at their loss. In addition to 
these he is survived by four brothers 
and two sisters, several of whom were 
in Washington at the time of his 
death—Professor James C. Harris, of 
Cave Springs. Ga.; General Peter C. 
Harris, of Washington; Dr. Seale 
Harris, of Birmingham; Colonel Hun- 
ter Harris, of Athens, Ga.; Mrs. Della 
Garrett, of Cedartown, and Mrs. John 
Quinn, of Barnesville. 

Messages of condolence began flood- 
ing the Harris home tonight, includ- 
ing one from President and Mrs. 
Hoover. All members of the Georgia 
delegation as well as colleagues of the 
late senator in the upper chamber also 
issued statements expressing profound 
regret over his passing. 

Senator Harris makes the third 
member of the Georgia congressional 
group to die within a year. The late 
Representative Charles G. Edwards, 
of Savannah, dier last summer, while 
Representative Samuel Rutherford, 
of Forsyth, died just a short time ago. 
The Georgia senator was taken ill 
and moved to a hospital shortly after 
returning from the state when he at- 
tended Mr. Rutherford’s funeral. First 
diagnosed as intestinal influenza, his 
illness was later pronounced by his 
physicians to be caused from a blad- 
der ailment, necessitating an opera- 
tion. The other complications followed. 

Senator Harris made his initial ap- 
pearance in the upper branch of con- 
gress at a time when the important 
problems of post-war adjustment were 
engaging the attention of the coun- 
try. First elected in 1918 for the term 
beginning March 4, 1919, he entered 
the senate during the closing days of 
the Wilson administration and took 
an active part in the historical bat- 
tle over ratification of the Versailles 
treaty. 

Coming to the senate with the ac- 
tive support of President Wilson he 
naturally cast his lot with the losing 
forces of the war executive in that 
bitter fight. 

Senator Harris gained the demo- 
cratic senatorial nomination in Geor- 
gia in a three-cornered race over for- 
mer Senator Thomas W. Hardwick 
and former Representative William 
Schley Howard. Senator Hardwick 
had opposed certain of the Wilson war 
policies and the president personally 
injected himself into the (Georgia 
campaign by writing one of his fa- 
mous letters condemning Hardwick 
and inviting the support of his 
friends to Mr. Harris. 

Before entering the race for United 
States senator Mr. Harris resigned as 
a member of the federal trade com- 
mission, to which he had been ap- 
pointed in 1915. Previous to that he 
was director of the census bureau from 
1913 to 1915. He served later for a 
time as acting secretary of commerce. 

Twice after 1918 he was elected to 
new terms of six years each. In 1925 
he again defeated Mr. Hardwick for 
the nomination, and in 1930 he won 
an overwhelming victory over former 
Governor John M. Slaton, his only 
opponent. The term to which he was 
last elected expires in March, 1937. 

Senator Harris lived to see four 
different United States senators from 
Georgia serve with him—Hoke Smith, 
Thomas E. Watson, Mrs. Rebecca L. 
Felton, the first woman senator, and 
the present incumbent, Senator Wal- 
ter F. George. The first three have 
passed on to their final reward. 

A native of Georgia, the late sena- 
tor was born at Cedartown on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1868, the son of Charles 
Hooks and Margaret (Monk) Harris. 
He continued to make Cedartown his 
official residence, even during the long 
period that kept him in the govern- 
ment service at Washington. Educated 
in the common schools of his home 
city and the University of Georgia, 
Senator Harris started out in the in- 
surance and banking business, but 
early gave this up for a political ca- 
reer. In 1907 he wus a leader in the 
organization of the Georgia Fire In- 
surance Company, of Atlanta, of 
which he was president. 

After serving a term as state sena- 
tor he came to Washington as private 
secretary to the late Senator A. 8. 
Clay, of Georgia, and in this capacity 
gained his first taste for national po- 
litical affairs. At the time of his death 
he was one of the few United States 
senators who had arisen to their high 
positions through a secretarial ap- 


prenticeship.

Early after coming to the senate 
he was a member of the appropria- 
tions committee and by virtue of his 
long uninterrupted service he came 
to be the highest ranking democratic 
member of that important body, which 
has jurisdiction over all congressional 
appropriations. He was also a mem- 
ber of the commerce committee, the 
committee on immigration. the mili- 
tary affairs committee and the com- 
mittee on territories and insular af- 
fairs.

The petition 
of his humblest constituent received 
his most careful personal attention 
and it was striking of his conception 
of official responsibility that no 
amount of pressure could swerve him 
from what he conceived to be his duty. 

“It is doubtful that any public of- 
ficial has ever benefited more of his 
people by personal attention to detail, 
as well as statesmanlike service in 
matters of national import, and thou- 
sands who knew him best realize that 
he literally wore himself out serving 
his people.

ments engaged his close attention Sen- 
ator Harris devoted more time per- 
haps to his work on the appropriations 
body than any two of the others com- 
bined. He was always on the alert to 
have incorporated in the various de- 
partmental supply bills some appro- 
priation, large or small, for the ex- 
tension of federal work in Georgia 
and the south generally. The list of 
such appropriations gained would 
cover several pages. Among some of 
the major items in which he took 
pride of authorship are funds granted 
by congress for the initial investiga- 
tions of southern pine wood pulp as a 
possible source of supply for news 
print; appropriations for investigatin 
the causes and cure of cancer, an 
funds for the eradication of the 
phoney peach disease, which threat- 
ened an important fruit industry in 
Georgia. 

He was also instrumental in se- 
curing increased funds for improve- 
ments in a number of Georgia rivers 
and harbors projects. 

One of the major parliamentary 
coups the Georgia senator sponsored 
was the $50,000,000 prohibition en- 
forcement fund which he succeeded in 
having attached to one of the depart- 
mental appropriation bills as a sur- 
prise rider. The provision was later 
stricken out but he enjoyed the ex- 
perience of witnessing the senate 
thrown into a turmoil over it for a 
few days. 

Always an advocate of restricted 
immigration, Senator Harris was au- 
thor of the bill gwhich twice passed 
the senate placing Mexico on a quota 
basis the same as European nations. 
He insisted that the influx of season- 
al labor from Mexico was responsible 
for the production of some 2,000,000 
bales of American cotton in the south- 
west, with consequent injury to Amer- 
ican farmers. 

As a member of the national for- 
estry commission, composed of mem- 
bers of the senate and cabinet officers, 
he was responsible for the acquisition 
of a number of additional tracts to na- 
tional forest preserves in Georgia and 
the Carolinas. He contended that it 
was sound conservation policy for 
the government to buy up available 
areas for such preserves and pursued 
an expansion policy to the end. 

Never an orator of the old school, 
Senator Harris seldom made a speech 
on the floor of more than five minutes 
duration, yet he voiced his views on 
nearly all pending legislation. Also he 
took a pride in his record of attend- 
ance, rarely missing a roll call or a 
rote. Most of his work was confined 
to committee rooms. 

Surviving Relatives. — 

In 1905 Senator Harris married Ju- 
lia Knox Wheeler, a daughter of the 
late, General Joseph Wheeler. In 
addition to Mrs. Harris he is survived 
by a danghter, Miss Julia Harris; 
four brothers and three sisters. Two 
of his brothers are army officers. Ma- 
jor General Peter C. Harris, of W ash- 
ington, D. C., retired adjutant general, 
in which post he served from 1918 un- 
til 1922: and Major Hunter Harris, 
who is instructor in military science 
at the University of Georgia. Adju- 
tant General Harris was a West 
Point graduate who rose from the rank 
of first lieutenant to that of second 
in command of the military forces of 
the United States. Two other brothers 
of Senator Harris are Dr. Seale Har- 
ris, of Birmingham, noted stomach spe- 
cialist and former president of the 
Southern Medical Association; and 
James C. Harris, superintendent of the 
Georgia State Institute for Deaf and 
Dumb, at Cave Springs, in which ca- 
pacity he has served for several years.
